“There has been trouble in the 
stock market, In the high finan- 
cial world during the past few 
months. The statement has been 
made frequently that the policies 
for which I stand, legislative and 
executive, are responsible for that 
trouble. Now, gentlemen, these. 
policies of mine can be summed up 
in one brief sentence. They rep- 
resent the effort to punish suc- 
cessful dishonesty. IT doubt if 
these policies have hag any mate- 
rial effect in bringing about the 
present trouble, but if they have 
it will not alter in the slightest 
degree my determination that for 
the remaining sixteen monthg of 
my term these policies shall be 
persevered in unswervingly. 

“If to arouse that type of civic 
manhood jin our nation it were 
necessary to suffer any temporary 
commercial depression, TIT should 
consider the cost but small.

ACCIDENT TO THE STROBEL 


Pilot Loses Control and Wild Alarm 
is Created—16-Year-Old Boy 
Gives an Exhibition in 
His Sky Bicycle. 


St. Louis, October 22.—In preparation 
for the races of dirigible balloons or 
airships scheduled for tonforrow after- 
noon at 2 o’clock two of the cigar 
shaped vessels made trial trips today. 
One of them, the Lalifornia Arrow, 
sailed by Captain Thomas 8S. Baldwin. 
of New York, performed in wonderful 
manner, seemingly was capable of any 
feat desired by the pilot. 

An exhibition which promised to par- 
allel that of the Arrow was cut short 
by the breaking down of the motor in 
Charles J. Strobel’s airship, the “Stro- 
bel,’ which was sailed by Jack Dallas, 
an experienced aeronaut. The Strobel 
was about 700 feet high when the ac- 
cident occurred and almost directly 
over the crowded grand stand. 

Spectators Alarmed. 

Immediately the motor stopped, the 

big vessel darted downward and there 
were wild cries of alarm from the spece 
tators. Dallas seemingly regained con- 
trol for a time and threw out’a drag 
rope. It failed to reach the ground 
by more than 300 feet. 
Seeing this the operator inade his way 
along the slender frame work of the 
under structure to the release valve of 
the big gas gag, Opening it gradually 
and ba'ancing the unwieldly machine as 
best he could he started to descend, 
which he did while a big crowd gath- 
ered. There was a wild flight for safety 
and a hundred policemen and a com- 
pany of regular soldiers Tushed to the 
scene to stay the incipient panic. 


Aeronaut. Kept Cool, 

Once the drag rope Of the Strobel 
reached the ground the aeronaut who 
kept wonderfully cool, closed the §as 
valve and shouted directions to those 
who had caught the long trailing drag. 
Despite his efforts to land in a Clear 
place, however, the ship became en- 
tangled in a line of telephone wires 
and just escaped contact with a Neav- 


ily charged trollev circuit. The troller 
repair wagons happened to be on t5 
scene and they were sent to the rescue, 

Driving directly under the vehicle 
they supported it until the wires were 
cleared away. Then, amid ‘the cheers 
of-the crowd, the airship’was escorted 
back to the starting point undamaged: 
It will be in readiness for tomorrow's 
contest.

There is but one chance in a million 
for her recovery, and for this chance 
the surgeons will use their best skill.

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Chattanooga, Tenn., October 22.— 
Probably twenty thousand people. were 


'in danger of injury this evening at the

On a recent trip to Europe I was sur- 
prised to find that in Switzerland even “@ 
steamer trunk could be sent by mail, thus 
avoiding much trouble or checking and deal- 
ing with transfer companies. Several times, 
while walking in portions of Germany far 
from the railroad, we disposed of our hand 
baggage by mailing it to the next point 
where we expected to stop. For less than 10 
cents a large grip can be sent anywhere in 
the German empire. Simply stick on @ few 
stamps and hand to the postman. Anybody 
who has ever chased the elusive Atlanta 
drayman would appreciate the convenience. 
Yet statistics show that none of these for- 
eign countries are losing money on their pos- 
tal business. 

We have all by this time seen the evils of 
high tariff protection, yet right here at home 
we have a special tariff for a particular class 
that weighs on everybody. 

The remarks by one of your correspondents 
on the mail order houses are evidently very 
much biased, since they are not borne out 
by the facts. The small stores in the resi- 
dence districts of our own city do not fail 
simply because there are large ones down- 
town which will deliver goods free. And I 
do not doubt that the mail order houses keep 
in stock many thousand articles not to be 
obtained in the emporiums of the retail deal- 
I have never seen but one of the large 
order houses personally, but this hap- 
be the one mentioned by your cor- 
I am sure that all the goods kept 
the places mentioned, of whose 
quality I am competent to judge, are first- 
class, and thousands of péople buy there 
every day who have numerous other places 
to choose from.

Colonel @’Hara in Mexican War. 
You recently published 
of Colonel Theodore 
author of the famous 
the Dead,’’ by W. 
Owen McIntyre, of Danville, Ky., in which 
there were some serious errors. He says: 

‘After 1845 O’ Hara entered the government 
employ and held a civil position until the 
Mexican war, during which period he was @ 
member of the Second cavalry along with Lee, 
Johnston, Hood and Thomas.’’ 

As the Second cavalry did not ‘materialize 
until 1855, the statement of McIntyre becomes 
pure fiction. Colonel O’Hara went into the 
Mexican war as a volunteer captain in the 
quartermaster’s department, but came out 
a brevet major for gallant conduct at Con- 
treras and on other battlefields. 

During that war Captain Robert E. Lee 
was an engineer officer, and Lieutenant Col- 
onel Joseph E. Johnston was in the Voltigeurs 
(of which the late General William 8. Walker, 
of Atlanta, was the hero adjutant), and 
Cadet John B. Hood was at West Point Mili- 
tary academy, and Lieutenant George H. 
Thomas in the Third artillery. 

Now in 1855, when the Second cavalry was 
organized, Lee was made lieutenant colonel, 
Thomas was made major and O’Hara given a 
captaincy (which he resigned a year later) 
and Hood appointed a second lieutenant. 
Johnston was not in this regiment, but was 
made lieutenant colonel of the First cavalry. 

I make these corrections in the interest of 
history,’as it is not wise to allow such mils- 
leading blunders to go unchallenged. Our so- 
called histories, as well as magazines and 
newspapers, are full- of such errors and the 
rising generation is being misled by them.

In Communication to Judge Pendle« 
ton, Jurors Say Erection of Fire 
Proof Building for Records 
Is All That Should 
Be Attempted. 


In unequivocal language the grand 
jury for the September term of Fulton 
Superior court strongly condemned the 
Proposition to build a new $400,000 
court house and recommended only the 
erection of a building for the county 
records in a special recommendation 


; made to Judge Pendleton, of the supe- 
|} Tior court, Tuesday afternoon. 


The grand jury stated further that 
they are opposed to a union of city 
and county buildings at any time. They

immediate erection of a fireproof 
building for the protection of the coun- 
ty records at a cost of from $25,000 to 
$50,000. 

They also expressed the opinion. that 
it is unnecessary to expend a large 
sum for a court house and recommend- 
ed that the next generation be allowed 
to provide for its own needs. It was 
also recommended that the tax levy 
of $100,000, to be used in building the 
new court house be rescinded. 


Grand Jury’s Recommendation. 


The recommendations of the grand 
jury in full were as follows: 


Atlanta, Ga., October 22,. 1907.—Toe lion. 
John-T. Pendleton, Judge Superior Court _At- 
lanta Circuit: We, the grand jury empaneled, 
chosen and sworn for the September term of 
Fulton superior court, respectfully submit 
their special presentments. 

We are opposed to a union of county and 
city buildings at any time. And we are op- 
posed to the building of a new court house 
at this time. We favor the immediate con- 
amount of space now -required by the records, 
on the Hunter street plaza. We have reach- 
ed this conclusion after ascertaining the 
amoun tof space now required by the records. 
after consideration of the court and office 
business of the county, after conspitation 
with architects and builders and obtaining 
estimates from them, and after having had a 
joint meeting with the couaty conimissioners 
with whom the question was fully discussed. 

There can be built a fireproof bullding for 
records having a basement and three fleors, 
any one of which would be large enough to 
held the county records from 1858 to date. 
Of. course, records accumulate now much 
faster than in the earlier years of the period 
named. But allowing fo? that, it is plain 
that a building with four times the space 
now occupied by the records of fifty-four 


| years would serve the needs of Fulton coun- 


ty for as long a time ahead as need be 
provided for by the taxpayers of this time. 
In verbal and written communications we 
have the estimates of experts that such s 
building can be put up at an estimated cost 
varying from $25,000 for a building of 8,000 
feet floor area to for a building of’ 
over 12,000 feet floor space, the cost varying 
with the amount of ornamentation fo be 
used, but in each case, being for a building 
fireproof and sighttly. 

It has been said that the erection of such 
a building would be a makeshift. This word 
does not frighten us. We feel that there ts 
no need in the near future for the expendi- 
ture of $400,000 for the erection of a new 
court house. Allowing for possible under- 
estimates and for furnishing, it is clear 
that $50,000 is the largest amount that. need 
be considered for the cost of a fireproof 
record building, large enough for from thirty 
to fifty years—especilally when one of the 
foremost architects in Atlanta estimates this 
cost “n writing at from $25,000 to $28,000 
without furnishing

Among the strange applications which reach 
the patent office one filed some years ago 
was most extraordinary, it being a petition 
for a patent for an ant guard which con- 
sisted in merely drawing a chalk mark around 
a table or other place by which. it was 
claimed the approach of ants was stopped.

Protesting as we do, we must consider 
the extra tax levy for this year of $100,000 
for court house purposes as unnecessary.

You’ll Like Sweet Potatoes Georgia 
Style. 

Sweet potatoes a la Georgia ts a dish worth 
learning how to prepare, says the November 
Delineator. 

Peel and bof! the potatoes, but fust before 
they are done remove them, and slice them 
into four pieces, lengthwise. Place these in a 
baking-dish or pan, In layers, with a rather 
generous sprinkling of brown sugar and many 
bits of butter between the layers. Four a 
cupful of hot water over the top, and molsten 
two or three times during the process of 
cooking, so that the sugar may be sure to 
melt, and not dry up or candy. When the 
top hae browned, the potatoes are done. 

Another southern dish ts a combination of 
sweet potatoes and apples. Make an ordinary 
apple sauce, and, when the boiled sweet po- 
tatoes have been sliced rather thin. arrange 
in a baking-dish, fn alternate layers, making 
the top layer one of potatoes. Sprinkle the 
top layer only with granulated sugar; dot 
with bits of butter, and bake about three- 
quarters of an hour.

Only the most powerful and 
persistent support saved it from inning 
into absolute demoralization, and with the 
best that could be done the results were 
sufficiently serious, as is abundantly testl- 
fied by the list of price changes and by the 
volume of transactions. Of the dealings re- 
corded a greater proportion in former times 
must be allowed ior genuine transactions, 
owing to the many withdrawals of the great 
plunging class of operators from the market 
in recent months. The storm of liquidation 
raged in varying degree at aiffesent times of 
the day and with varying force in different 
quarters of the market.

Chicago, October 23.—The unsettled condl- 
tion in Wall street was the chief cause of @ 
sharp decline today in the wheat market.

Ansley, & beg leave to give you the following 
report as the result of my investigation: 

Early on Sunday we received a call by tele- 
phone from the St. Joseph's Infirmary for a 
cab to be at that place at 6 p. m. About 4 
vy. im. on Sunday “a male voice called us 
by phone, repeating the same call and re- 
questing ts to have a cab at*the St. Jo- 
seph's Infirmary promptly at 6°p. m. 

At the time of the receipt of the second 

call, the cab starter asked the party giving 
the call if this was the same call that we 
had received earlier in tne day. The reply 
received by the cab starter was that he did 
not know, but that he would cal] later and 
let us know. In about fifteen or twenty min- 
utes a lady called, telling us that this was 
the same call as previously given earlier in 
the day, and at the same time made a 
request of our cab starter to know if the 
Atlanta and West Point train No. 87 would 
leave for New Orleans on time. The cab 
starter, in answer to her recuest as to the 
time of@the departure of the train for New 
Orleans, told her that it was marked one 
hour late at that time. She thereupon re- 
quested him to postpone sending the cab 
from 6 p. m. until a sufficient time In which 
to catch the train, as she had a sick man 
accompanying her and did not want to de- 
tain him at the station unnecessgrily. The 
cab starter replied that he would be glad te 
accommodate her, and she could depend on 
the cab calling for her in ample.time te 
make the train. 
_. Later on, the schedule 
“Washington of train No. 37 was marked up 
from 7:15 to 8:20, and observing that the 
train was two hours late, the cab asatarter 
Started a cab from the Terminal Station at 
7:30 p. m., directing the driver to proceed 
to the St. Joseph’s Infirmary to answer the 
call from that place. When the driver ar- 
rived at the Infirmary, he found that the 
parties had left. The driver returned to 
the Terminal Station at 8 o’clock without 
the passengers. Train No. 87, for New Or- 
leans. departed from the Terminal Station 
at 9:10 p. m. 

From the above facts,
